Smallpox.  No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

W '‘primary  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  was  performed  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Umallpox)  Regulations,  1917* 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
c^omparedTIf/rth  nineteen  in  1940.  The  case-rate  per  thousand 
of  population  was  1.04<  compared  v/ith  the  rate  of  1*47 
for  England  and  ^/ales  as  a whole.  One  death  from  Scarlet 
Fever  gave  a death  rate  of  0*04  per  thousand  population 

Of  the  twenty-six  cases  notified,  twenty-four  vrore 
adii.itted  to  the  Re  irate  Joint  Isola'bion  Hospital  for 
tr  iatmont.  Tl:ie  remaining  two  cases  were  nursed  in  their  own 
homes. 


Tv/o  other  patients  wore  admitted  to  hospital 
suspected  of  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  but  in  those 
cases  the  diagnosis  v/as  not  confirmed. 

D igj^ ihp r ia . Throe  cases  o'f  diphtheria  wore  notified,  compared 
v/itK  ifir^  in  1940,  giving  a case-rate  for  the  year  of  0.12 
por  thousand  population,  compared  with  the  rate  of  1.25  for 
England  and  VV'ales. 

piphthoria  Imiaunisat ion » During  the  year  1941  a very  extensive 
pubiTcTtycampaf/^  was  carried  out  in  the  District  with  the 
gratifying  result  that  961  children  between  the  age  of  one 
year  and  fifteen  years  completed  treatment, 

TUBERCULQS.IS. 

Particulars  of  thirty-seven  new  cases  of 
•tuberculosis  v/hich  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Table  V11,  together 
with  an  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  area  from  this  disease 
during  the  same  period. 

The  nev/  cases  include,  in  addition  to  those 
officially  notified,  eleven  patients  v;ho  came  into  the 
district  from  other  areas  in  v/hich  they  had  already  been 
notified. 

There  wore  eight  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
representing  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.32  per  thousand  of  the 
population.  Six  deaths  v/oro  certifivid  as  due  to  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  the  death  rate  being  0,24*  The  total  tuberculosis 
death  rate  for  the  district  was,  therefore,  0.56  per  thousand. 
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Table  1 shows  a comparison  of  vital  statistics  of  the 
DORKING  AX'©  HCRLJY  RUML  DISTRICT  for  the  past  nine  years
